For  Special  Assistance 

Amtrak  encourages  senior  citizens,  the 
handicapped,  and  other  passengers  desiring 
special  assistance  in  stations  or  on  board 
trains  to  call  the  toll-free  reservation  number 
at  least  24  hours  in  advance  of  travel. 
Whether  it’s  assistance  with  baggage,  with  a 
wheelchair,  boarding  a  train,  or  special  food 
service,  Amtrak  personnel  will  be  better  able 
to  help  when  they  have  advance  notice  of 
travel  plans.  Please  be  aware  that  special 
assistance  is  not  available  at  all  stations. 
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Checked  Baggage 

At  stations  and  on  trains  with  baggage 
checking  facilities,  fare-paying  passengers 
may  check  up  to  three  pieces  not  exceeding 
75  lbs.  each  or  1  50  lbs.  total  weight. 
Baggage  in  excess  of  the  free  allowance  is 
subject  to  surcharge.  Please  arrive  early, 
because  baggage  checked  less  than  30 
minutes  prior  to  departure  may  be  delayed. 


Assistance  with  baggage  is  provided  free  of 
charge  by  Red  Cap  attendants  at  most  major 
stations.  All  baggage  handled  by  Red  Caps  is 
protected  by  the  passenger’s  receipt.  Amtrak 
recommends  that  passengers  not  accept 
assistance  from  anyone  other  than  a 
uniformed  Red  Cap  attendant.  At  smaller 
stations,  conductors  and  trainmen  are 
always  happy  to  assist  you. 

Checked  baggage  service  is  available  at  the 
following  Illinois  stations,  but  not  on  all  trains 
that  serve  these  stations.
